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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The Applicant argues that Dupre fails to meet the limitations of claim 1 because it fails to disclose "a hook 
portion, having a first portion extending in a direction outward from said first end and a second portion curving away from said first end and 
said second end." The Examiner fails to be persuaded by this argument. The claim only requires that a first portion of the hook extends in 
a direction outwardly from the first end and Dupre meets this claim limitaiton since the claim does no recite that the first portion of the hook 
(1sub4) only extends from the first end of the base. As can be seen in the Attachment accompanying this Advisory action, the first portion 
extends only from the first portion of the hook. Regarding to the second portion that curves away from the first end and the second end, 
Dupre meets this limitation since the curved portion (leftmost portion of 1)curves away from the first and second ends of the base as can 
be seen in the Attachment. Regarding to claims 22, 24 and 26, the Applicant relies in the newly added limitations to indicate allowability. 
This argument fails to persuade because these limitations are considered new issue since they have not been presented previously in the 
claims and therefore have not been entered. 
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
